convex edge extending lengthwise from a leading end to a trailing end of each runner, 
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wherein each outer convex edge and inner convex edge in each runner, respectively, 
define a wider widthwise spacing there between in a central lengthwise region of the 
runner than the widthwise spacing at the leading end and the trailing end—.
